Moreover, he has made a 
special study of the subject as ap- 
plying to these difficult times when 
the salesman is daily encountering 
problems, and heading into circum- 

Ss. P. Moffit stances with which he has never be- 

fore met. Therefore Mr. Moffit’s re- 

marks are not only timely but written from a valuable back- 

ground of experience in selling, and study of present day sales 
perplexities. 





Every member of the Asbestos Industry will agree, 
I am sure, that for us, as for every other area of American 
life, the paramount objective today, and probably for 
years to come, must be to assist in every possible way 
toward the speedy creation of an impregnable defense 
of this nation and our cherished free way of life. 

To obtain this objective our Government is finding 
it necessary to impose suddenly upon many industries 
various emergency regulations, with consequent sharp 
dislocations of normal business procedures. The result, 
in my observation, is that many business people seem to 
be operating today in a state of semi-bewilderment, tinged 
not a little on occasion with the general hysteria of the 
times. From this there naturally arises the question as to 
what can be done not only toward keeping our feet on 
the ground now, but toward preserving as far as possi- 
ble various group relationships that will be essential to 
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future progress when the war emergency has passed. 

: Among these relationships, none perhaps has been 
more disturbed, or is more important for the future, than 
that between salesman and customer. For here we find 
today a situation in which the usual relationship is al- 
most completely reversed. 

In ordinary times every real salesman realizes in- 
stinctively that he has two jobs. The first is to make 
every effort to get that order, large or small. Failing this, 
his second and equally important job is to smile away his 
disappointment and continue to do everything in his 
power to keep the way open for future pleasant ap- 
proaches to the customer. For, as all of us know, many 
a customer has been permanently lost by a salesman’s 
show of irritation over a lost order. 

Today, with prospective orders plentiful but with 
shipments retarded and often made impossible by defense 
priorities, the salesman serving his regular trade finds 
himself in a very different situation. Instead of starting 
out each day determined to get the largest possible num- 
ber of names on the dotted line, he finds himself not only 
receiving many unsolicited orders which he knows ¢an- 
not be filled in any reasonable time, but under a continu- 
ous barrage of telegrams and phone ealls from old cus- 
tomers wanting to know why, after all their years of 
loyalty to the company, they can’t get now what they 
urgently need. 

The effect of this on some salesmen is to make them 
sit back and hopelessly regard the situation as something 
they can do nothing about. Others have a tendency to 
deal with protesting customers with an independent air 
that can only spell trouble in future relations. And _ still 
others, vielding to the pressure of continuous harassment, 
allow themselves to be goaded into sharp retorts. 

Such attitudes are, of course, only natural human 
reactions to the new and generally perplexing conditions. 
Nevertheless they constitute a problem in organization 
morale to which, I think, we may well give immediate and 
serious consideration. 

To improve morale in any group it is necessary to 
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provide a renewed incentive. Such an incentive can he 
provided for salesmen today by showing them how they 
can help to insure the future progress of their company 
and their own jobs by keeping open the channels thru 
which their past business has come. To do this it will be 
incumbent upon sales managers to preach constantly the 
doetrine of patience, good temper, and unremitting ef- 
fort to serve their company’s old customers in every re- 
maining way. An immediate objective, it seems to me, 
might be to convert every salesman into an edueational 
missionary to the trade—a man thoroly conversant with 
all the reasons for the present confused situation, willing 
to take all the time necessary to explain them in detail, 
and anxious to do eveything he can in a personal way 
toward solving the problems of his dealer friends.

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KEEPING UP SALES VOLUME 
AFTER DEFENSE WORK IS OVER 


As announced in our October issue, a survey has been 
instituted by the Research Advisory Service of the Lib- 
erty Bank of Buffalo, this time on the question: 

What should manufacturers do now to keep 

up their sales volume after the current defense 

market ceases to exist? 

So far we have received three replies, most helpful 
replies, and we know our readers will derive much interst 
and profit from them. 

Reply No. 1. 

First, expand in research activities and expenditures 
right now. Develop new and better products at lower 
cost, so that when the depression comes and the monopoly 
of labor by coercive union activity is liquidated down toa 
normal supply and demand basis the manufacturer will 
be better able to cope with competition which will be 
especially acute from the smaller manufacturer. 

Second, allocate production or orders to steady ¢us- 
tomers in this sellers’ market cycle, and so create good- 
will, irrespective of profits. Most of the profits will be 
paid to the government anyway, and I would rather in- 
vest in long term goodwill which will help us thru the 
next depression. 

Third, don’t delay on repairs or maintenance of ma- 
chinery or equipment just because labor rates are high 
or materials are difficult to obtain. Exert every energy 
and make every reasonable expenditure in this direction 
so that a very efficient, well-oiled plant is available dur- 
ing the more difficult period ahead. 

Fourth, have courage in undertaking sales expans- 
ion or developing new sales areas. This is no time to con- 
tract. With tax rates as they are, one has a partner in 
any losses incurred in such pioneering efforts. Then, when 
the depression comes and contraction is necessary, one

Reply No. 2. 

1. We must watch the leaks in our own business; 
wastes, defective goods, returns and poor production. 

2. We must develop and improve peronnel in our 
supervisory jobs. Foremen should be trained for the days 
ahead. These are splendid opportunities for these men. 
Training men properly will lead to permanency in your 
business. 

3. There is an abundance of high class, constructive 
selling to be done today. There is an opportunity to ob- 
tain highgrade salesmen who will be set adrift by manu- 
facturers of non-defense products. These men, properly 
groomed now, will prove investments against the day 
when the post war competition confronts us; therefore, 
Ll recommend necessary adjustment in sales organizations 
in the field, a separation of the wheat from the chaff 

4. We must watch our inventories; also stocks on 
our own customers’ shelves; undue accumulations will 
lead to tremendous losses when the ‘‘ bubble bursts.’’ 

». We must improve equipment and manufacturing 
facilities; develop simplified methods for operation. Yes 

simplified methods in sales, in distribution and in office 
proce lure. 

6. We must spend dollars intelligently for research 
and development of new produets. 

7. We must maintain safe and sane appropriations 
for the continuance of our advertising and merchandising 
programs. 

When peace does come, I know that we will not have 
lost our sense of humor and it is quite probable that we 
will inherit a new standard of values, as well as keener 
foresight and judgment to carry on. 

Reply No. 3. 

1. Increase laboratory research and development 

facilities and staff. 


2. Carry out increased research work for the im- 
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Today industry generally is so absorbed 
with its manufacturing problems that it 
may not at the moment see the problems 
of others. We are well aware that we may 
be overlooking some new opportunity for 
asbestos to serve industry. 

Because we hold it our first duty to 
meet the known needs of national defense, 
our production today is busy with things 
on order. We believe that not a customer 
would have it otherwise, despite the in- 
convenience it may cause him. 


But, we can think of the future. In 
fact, our research men are continuing to

3. Retain sales force intact and maintain a close con- 
tact with customers. 

4. Do not curtail advertising programs. 

5. Concentrate on domestic business and require- 
ments because of the uncertainty of the future export 
market. 

All of these replies stress the need for keeping sales 
forces intact or even expanding them. Thereupon natural- 
ly arises the question, ‘‘If a salesman has practically noth- 
ing to sell at present, how is he to be kept occupied, alert 
and enthusiastie?’’ It is somewhat of a coincidence that 
our guest editor this month, S. P. Moffit, Viee President 
of The Ruberoid Co., to some extent answers this ques- 
tion in his very excellent editorial on page 2, ‘‘ National 
Defense and Salesman Morale’’. If you have not read it 
we urge ¥ou to do so immediately; if you have read it, 
turn to it again and peruse it carefully. We are hoping 
to persuade Mr. Moffit to enlarge on the topie in some 
future issue and our readers are also asked to send in 
their suggestions. 

In the meantime we expect to have other answers to 
the Survey question for publication in December. All re- 
plies are, of course, forwarded to the Liberty Bank im- 
mediately upon receipt.

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ARIZONA ASBESTOS DEPOSITS 
STUDIED 


Mention has been made in various mining and finan- 
cial magazines and newspapers of the field examination of 
asbestos deposits north of Globe, Ariz., by J. 5. Coupal, 
Director of the Department of Mineral Resources, State 
of Arizona. 

It appears that this examination was made for pri- 
vate parties, and therefore Mr. Coupal’s report is not 
available to the public nor to the Asbestos Industry at 
large, but the following comment which we understand is 
authoritative and is taken from July 20, 1941 issue of the 
**Arizona Republie’’ (Phoenix, Ariz.), may be of interest. 

‘J. S. Coupal, director of the Arizona Department 
of Mineral Resources, who recently examined a group of 
asbestos properties north of Globe, states that negotiations 
are pending which may result in extensive operations in 
that area in the near future. ‘It looks like a good-sized 
permanent operation for the State’ he declared. 

**Coupal examined the properties in order to deter- 
mine if the mines could produce asbestos in the quantity 
and quality required in a pending government contract in- 
volving approximately $5,000,000. If his report is accept- 
ed, Coupal states that between $100,000 and $200,000 
will be spent to equip and place the properties in opera- 
tion on a large scale. 

‘*Three groups of claims and a mill held by Roger Q. 
Kyle of Globe, are involved in the pending deal. They 
include the Miami Asbestos Group, 45 miles north of 
Globe in the Sierra Ancha Mountains; the Pueblo Group, 
60 miles north of Globe on the Central Mountain Mesa; 
the Sloan Creek Group, eight miles east of Young; and 
the Kyle asbestos mill at Globe. 

‘‘A potential output of 3,000 tons of asbestos a year 
is indicated, half the production being in the No. 1 and 
No. 2 crude grade. No. 3 crude, a product established by 
Kyle, also would be produced. 

“*The length of the fibre in No. 3 crude is only one- 
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fourth inch and it was never considered by the trade until 
Kyle developed a milling process that would grade and 
clean it commercially. Formerly it was necessary to cob 
asbestos by hand at a cost of $80. per ton, but Coupal re- 
ports that the Kyle mill will do it for $5. 


‘‘There is another grade of asbestos known as No. 4 
with a still shorter fibre on which it is expected that a mar- 
ket will be developed locally and in California. 

‘“‘The asbestos is being sought by a large eastern 
company with a government contract for the material for 
defense. It requested Coupal to make the survey and re- 
port on whether the mines could produce the minerai in 
the quantity and quality required under the contract.’ 


STANDARDS FOR 
SAFETY WEARING APPAREL 


The National Bureau of Standards, in conjunction with 
the Industrial Equipment Association, has recently worked 
out a proposed commercial standard on materials for safe- 
ty wearing apparel and desires manufacturers of asbestos 
textiles to examine and constructively criticize this pro- 
posed standard before it is formally adopted. 

The chief objective of this standard is to draw a line 
of demarcation between materials for safety wearing ap- 
parel that will adequately protect the user and those that 
will not, and to provide a basis for certifying the quality 
of such materials. 

Those manufacturers of asbestos textiles who are in- 
terested may obtain copies of the proposed standard from 
the National Bureau of Standards, Washington, D. C. 
Requests should be addressed and your criticism of the pro- 
posed standards should be sent to L. R. Gilbert, Division of 
Trade Standards (File XI-r/spe).

MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS 
There is in all lines even remotely connected with 





defense work plenty of business, orders piling up and de- 
liveries dropping behind. 

In lines which are, unfortunately, not within the de- 
fense limits, and not convertible to defense work, plenty of 
orders, but increasing difficulties in obtaining materials, 
difficulties in finding satisfactory substitutes and various 
other obstacles to the filling of those orders. 

Business has many serious problems confronting it 
these days, no matter what field is considered 

As to the foreign situation the National City Bank 
letter for November says: ‘‘The critical developments in 
foreign affairs .... have had little effect on the business 
situation.”’ 

ASBESTOS - RAW MATERIAL 

Each month shows larger importations of asbestos into 
the United States from all sources; this is especially true 
of South African material. 

Canadian Mines are being hard pressed for delivery 
and mines are now operating at full capacity. 

Several Canadian Asbestos producers have announced 
an increase in price, effective January Ist, 1942, of ap- 
proximately 10%. This is the first general increase in prices 
in terms of United States’ Dollars made by Canadian pro- 
ducers since January Ist, 1938. 
ASBESTOS—MANUFACTURED GOODS 

Textiles. The situation in the Asbestos Textile mar 
ket has not changed materially in the past three months 
Demand is high, prices are firm, with an increasing demand 
outlook for months to come. 

Brake Lining. The September return was next to the 
highest so far this year and sales for domestic consumption 
were higher than those for any other September during 
the past ten years. Export sales recorded increases over 










last month as well as over last September. 
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Paper and Millboard. Little change in demand for 
Asbestos Paper—meaning that it is high with firm prices. 

Heavy demand is also continuing in the Millboard 
market, with prices firm. Cantonment and ship work ae- 
count largely for this favorable condition. 

Insulation High Pressure. Production and __ ship- 
ments continue at the high rates established over the past 
few months. Prices are firm. ‘ 

Insulation. Low Pressure. Demand in this line has 
subsided somewhat; jobbers’ business has fallen off. The 
heating season was shorter than usual, with fewer installa- 
tions than usual. 


Asbestos-Cement Products. There is little if any 
change in the general situation on asbestos-cement pro- 
ducts as far as unfilled orders and peak production are 
concerned. All manufacturers probably still have a sub- 
stantial volume of unfilled orders on hand and are taking 
from two to four, or even six weeks to make shipments of 
shingles and sidings, nor can they promise delivery on cor- 
rugated or flat sheets in any great volume for two or three 
months or more. 

At the same time, recent restrictions placed on private 
construction work by the government, such as the limit on 
time payments, which will affect modernization work, and 
the restriction on new construction work, is undoubtedly 
having an effect on the volume of new orders coming in 
from the trade. Whether this curtailment in this class of 
business will exist for any great length of time, or is only 
temporary while people adjust themselves to the new regu- 
lations, remains to be seen. 

There will, of course, be a substantial volume of ma- 
terials required for defense construction in the form of 
defense housing as well as the direct requirements of the 
Army and Navy Departments which will keep the Industry 
going at full volume for many months. It is likely, how- 
ever, that a much greater percentage of the Industry’s 
tonnage during the next few months will be for defense 
construction than heretofore. 


The above comments are made by men in close touch with 
field conditions. We welcome comments of this sort at any time. 
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A.S.T.M. STANDARDS ON 
TEXTILE MATERIALS 


The American Society for Testing Materials has pub- 
lished its 1941-42 issue of A. S. T. M. Standards on Tex- 
tile Matertals, under the sponsorship of Committee D-13. 

Five of the 68 specifications, tolerances, tests and 
definitions contained in this 400-page book, apply to 
asbestos materials, that is, asbestos roving, varns, tape 
for electrical purposes, cloth and tubular sleeving.' Those 
on Roving and Electrical Tape have been revised during 
this present year. 

Also of interest to our readers may be the four tenta- 
tive testing methods and tolerances for glass varn, fab- 
ries, tubular sleeving and braids and tapes.

In commenting on the possible effect of governmental re 
strictions, made necessary by the defense program, on _ his 
company’s sales, Herbert Abraham, President of The Ruberoid 
Company, says: 

Present indications are that, for the immediate future, 
there will be three principal prospective markets: First, and 
having precedence over all others, is Government construction, 
including projects such as cantonments and plants for the 
manufacture and storage of munitions. 

Second, housing for workers in 275 localities thruout the 
country designated by the Government as defense areas. A 
recent government ruling grants priority aid for the construc- 
tion in these areas of family housing units costing not in ex- 
cess of $6,000. This is expected to involve the construction of 
200,000 privately financed and 100,000 publicly financed residen- 
tial units. 

Third, farm construction and necessary repairs and main- 
tenance of existing buildings generally, including private 
homes, municipal and governmental structures thruout the 
country. 


Building 


Construction volume in first nine months of 1941 is the 
greatest in 12 years. 

Construction contracts awarded in 37 eastern states during 
the first nine months of 1941 amounted to $4,510,879.000 accord- 
ing to F. W. Dodge Corporation, while in the comparable period 
of 1940 award volume was $2,784,352,000. Not since 1929 has 
construction volume exceeded four and a half billion dollars 
during the first nine months of the year. 

In the first three quarters of 1941, non-residential building 
expanded to $1,682,166,000—more than double the volume in the 
corresponding period of 1940. Residential building contracts 
awarded amounted to $1,561,285,000, an increase of 38 per cent 
over 1940 nine-month volume of $1,136,362,000. 

Building and engineering contract awards during September 
1941 totaled $623,292,000, declining somewhat from the record 
level of August 1941, but 79 per cent larger than September 
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1940. It was also the largest volume for any September recorded 
in the F. W. Dodge Corporation record of construction in 37 
eastern states. 

Commenting on the September contract record, Thomas §S. 
Holden, president of F. W. Dodge Corporation said: “Recent 
trends toward peak construction activity are obviously damp- 
ened considerably by the SPAB order of October 9 restricting 
non-defense construction. Nevertheless, the defense construc- 
tion and defense housing needs of the coming year will require 
a very large construction volume, probably more than in any 
post-depression year except 1940 and 1941. The defense pro- 
gram requires a continuing record volume of defense plant con- 
struction, warehouse facilities of many kinds for handling de- 
fense materials, defense housing at the rate of 50,000 family 
units a month, defense highways, community facilities (includ- 
ing necessary commercial buildings) to serve defense areas, 
and necessary modernization, rehabilitation and repairs of exist- 
ing buildings.” 


Priority Ruling Hits 
Building Trades 


“The new policy announced by the Supply Priorities and 
Allocation Board (SPAB) on October 9 suggested that there 
would be further drastic limitations in the use of critical 
metals in nondefense construction,” says Joseph H. Ehlers in 
his article in the October 23rd number of Domestic Commerce. 

Mr. Ehlers goes on to say that two criteria will be applied 
to determine whether a project should be constructed: 

1. Does this construction involve the use of appreciable 
quantities of critical materials?”

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J-M NEW PROCESSING MILL IN ARIZONA 


An asbestos mill capable of processing large quantities of 
asbestos-bearing rock is now under construction on the Johns- 
Manville properties in Chrysotile, Arizona. According to C. H. 
Shoemaker, vice president of Johns-Manville Products Corpor- 
ation, the new mill will be in operation early in 1942, and will 
at that time add substantially to the supply of asbestos fibre 
available in this country to meet defense manufacturing needs. 

The asbestos fibre found at Chrysotile is particularly val- 
uable in the manufacture of filters, woven asbestos materials, 
asbestos paper, many types of asbestos-cement products, and 
as fillers in asphalt tile and moulding compounds. Continuous 
experimentation at J-M’s research laboratories in Manville, N. 
J., resulted recently in the construction of a complete pilot mill 
with an entirely new process, which will allow the fullest use 
of Arizona’s valuable asbestos deposits. Based on this develop- 
ment the large mill is now being built at Chrysotile, while ex- 
plorations and tests are going on preparatory to expanding the 
mine itself. 

It has been estimated that approximately 100 men will be 
employed in the mill and mine, and that this number will be 
increased as the property is developed, making the J-M opera- 
tion at Chrysotile, Arizona’s largest asbestos development.
